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Chemistry In Agriculture 


The current year marks two events of more than passing interest and im- 
portance to the agricultural industry of Canada, for 1940 is the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of the chemical fertilizer industry in Great 
Britain, and January of this year brought to a close the life of Dr, Frank 
Thomas Shutt, C.B.E., who for nearly half a century, as Dominion chem- 
ist labored to make available to the farmers of this country the benefits of 
higher yields and greater profits through the application of scientific fer- 
tilizing methods. 

‘To date the use of chemical fertilizers has not been applied by West- 
ern Canadian farmers on a wide scale ag a means of increasing yields of 
cereal crops, but a new factor has arisen which may serve as a stimulus 
to the utilization of chemicals to promote more rapid and vigorous growth 
and to increase yields. Reference is made to the fact that this year’s grain 
crop in Canada is likely to be produced under conditions of greater demand 
due to the exigencies of war, always providing, of course, that the war does 
not collapse within the next month or two, a probability which appears to 
be somewhat remote at the time of writing. 

Although comparatively few farmers in Western Canada are using 
chemicals on a considerable scale, it is now generally recognized that, un- 
der certain soil and climatic conditions, earlier maturity and greater yields 
can be induced by the judicious use of chemical fertilizers. The farmer, 
however, has to be something of a scientist himself, if he is to be able to 
secure the maximum berefit which may be derived from their application to 
the crops. For instance, he should know something of the chemical com- 
position of the soil in which his crops are grown. He should know the con- 
stituents in which his soil are deficient and should make a study of weather 
and moisture content conditions, so that he will know when it will be pro- 
fitable to apply artificial stimulants to his grain and when it will not pay 
him to do so. ; 

* 
Value Is Variable 

Practical farmers have found, for instance, that during dry years it 
does not pay to apply chemical fertilizers to the crops except in the earlier 
stages of their growth while there is sufficient spring moisture in the soil 
to render them readily soluble. At this stage, growth is hastened, result- 
ing in earlier maturity. If drought continues throughout the growing sea- 
son, farmers have found that later applications do not further stimulate 
growth or increase yields, and in some cases they are actually a deterrent. 
This, it is believed, is due to the fertilizer remaining too concentrated to 
benefit the plant. 

_ Students of agriculture learn that the complete fertilizer consists of 
three principal constituents—nitrogen, phosphorous and potash. Technical 
agriculturists recognize that, generally speaking, the soil in the northern 
bush areas of the three provinces is deficient in nitrogen and this lack is 
believed to be due to the leaching of the soil by rains. The principal de- 
ficiency in the southern areas of these provinces is said to be phosphorous, 
and the blame for lack of phosphorous is expressed in the belief that con- 
tinuous cropping to cereals has exhausted the land of phosphates. These, 
of course are generalities and may vary greatly in individual districts and 
on individual] farms, depending upon conditions, the nature of the soil, the 
use to which it has been put and the methods of farming which have been 


followed. e

that year by Hellreigel and Wilfarth of Bernburg, Saxony, that leguminous 
plants are able to extract nitrogen from the air, though the need of nitro- 


gen in the soil to stimulate the growth of plants of other orders was recog- | 


nized as long ago as 1795. It was in 1840, however, that Lawes discovered 
at Rothamstead, England, that superphosphates, which he produced by 
treating old bones with sulphuric acid, would stimulate the growth of“tur- 


nips. Two years later he started the world’s first fertilizer factory at Dept- | 


ford, thus founding an industry which has heen growing ever since. 

As stated by Leonard L. Knott, in “The Oval’, house organ of Cana- 
dian Industries, Ltd.: 

“In 100 years the science of the soil travelled a long way. The modern 
farmer is no longer a haphazard tiller of the soil, dependent entirely upon a 
grudging nature. In the laboratories of Great Britain, Europe and Canada 
scientific allies have been developed and are still being developed to aid 
his hardened hands. In Canada for instance; in the laboratories of C-I-L, 
scientific farming is an accepted fact.. Industrial chemistry remains true 
to the land and modern soil chemists -carry on the tasks set for them 
century ago.” :

Allies Must Not Fail 


Former President Of Czecho-Slovakia 
Says Nazi Regime Must Go 

Eduard Benes, former president of 
Czecho-Slovakia said that the Allies 
must not fail in their duty ‘merci- 
lessly to do away with the Nazi 
regime,” for which the Germans “as 
a nation” must accept responsibility. 

“There are millions of Germans 
who do not agree with Nazism, but 
history teaches us that every state 
and nation is responsible for its gov- 
ernment,” the exiled statesman said. 

“It is impossible to conceive inter- 
national ethics in which a govern- 
ment destroyed its neighbors, robbed 
and plundered smaller nations, com- 
mitted the worst crimes, killed hun- 
dredg and thousands of its oppon- 
ents, and finally, when the arm of 
justice intervened and_ satisfaction 
and guarantees were demanded, the 
new government announced that only 
members of the former regime were 
responsible for everything, and that 
now everything was all right.” 

Benes said he ‘proudly acknowl- 

edged the Czecho-Slovak  govern- 
ment’s responsibility fgr what went 
on in the ill-fated central European 
country during the 20 years of its 
existence. 
‘' The former Czech president de- 
clared peace could be ensured only 
“if it is understood that freedom is 
indivisable. He called for a new 
system of European solidarity, in- 
cluding guaranteed freedom of the 
smaller central European states, fed- 
eral units in the different parts of 
Europe, a re-created League of Na- 
tions and a fresh system of eco- 
nomic collaboration. 

“Events show it was impossible to 
live at peace with Germany,” he said. 
“Czecho-Slovakia made the terrible 
sacrifice which it, to-day regards as 
its great and fateful task in_ this 
war.”

time when the ordinary people of the 
world were demanding disarmament, 
Thyssen was also having  lahor 
troubles at a time when the work- 
'men of Germany were striving to se- 
,cure an approximation of the em- 
| ployer-employee relations that exist 
'in democratic countries. Thyssen 
'saw in Hitler and his Nazis an op- 
| portunity to create a regime in Ger- 
many that would give him all the 
conditions which he selfishly desired. 
|He was content with the Nazis 
|regime while it was bullying and 
| threatening small neighbors. His 
| conversion to anti-Naziism did not 
‘occur until the still more ruthless 
Hitler and Goering robbed the ruth- 
less Thyssen. 

If as an exile Thyssen has any 
;means or influence to hasten the 
‘overthrow of the Hitler regime it 
|-would be foolish of the Allies not to 
'accept any genuine aid he can give, 
but there is no need to become Senti- 
mental about it. It will be time 
enough -to do that when he proves 
that he has had a change of char- 
acter as well as fortune.—Kingston 
Whig-Standard.

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Speech Read At Banquet 


Was Prepared By Lord Tweedsmuir: 
For Boy Scouts’ Association 

The last writings of Lord Tweeds-- 
muir, Canada's late Governor-Gen-- 
eral, were read to the annual ban-- 
quet of the Boy Scouts’ Association 
of Canada in Toronto. His Excel- 
lency was to address the banquet 
and hig unfinished and uncorrected’ 
speech was sent to the association at 
the direction of Lady Tweedsmuir. 

Canada’s tremendous wartime air: 
effort will place her “in the very: 
forefront” of aeronautical’ develop- 
ment after the war and supply her 
with a. potentially great. peacetime 
asset in the form of a large body of’ 
trained airmen, Lord Tweedsmuir’ 
predicted in his speech. 

Lord Tweedsmuir suggested link- 
ing of Scout training more closely 
with the practical problems which 
are facing our growing youth. 

““We are giving our Scouts an ad-- 
mirable moral and physical discip-: 
line which is the true basis for a 
worthy and successful life,’’ he wrote. 
“you cannot put the value of that 
too high. The problems of youth are: 
more difficult to-day than ever be- 
fore, and they are not going to be 
easicr when this war is over. Can- — 
not we, while these .boys are in our 
charge, do more by advice and train- 
ing to see that when they enter the 
grown-up. world they will have a. 
reasonable chance? Cannot we, while 
keeping in the forefront our moral 
and spiritual ideals, take pains to 
see that our Scouts, when they en- 
ter adult life, shall have a real 
chance to reap the fruit of their 
training, and shall not get into the 
wrong grooves, or into blind alleys 
which lead to a dead wall?”
